Talk about Tahoe! yet our own 


Pyramid is fully as beautiful a sheet 
of water; it lacks only the picturesque 
surroundings, and is not so easy of 
access, else it vould be a far more at- 
tractive place of resort. The lake is 
thirty-five miles long and from ten 
to fifteen wide. It is enclosed on all 
sides by mountains, except on the 
south. The principal points of inter- 
est are the pyramids at the lower end, 
those scattered in two or throe other 
places, and the island near the east- 
ern side. This island contains over 
six hundred acres of land, and wild 
goats and rattlesnakes alone have 
possession of it. The lake has been 
sounded to a depth of 3,600 feet. It 
is fed by several mountain streams 
besides being the sink of the Trnckee, 
bnt has no outlet. A road rnnsalong 
the western shore, and it would cost 
bnt little to pat it in good condition. 
Then a pleasant drive would that be 
from Reno to Pyramid, Pyramid to 
the lake, u;, along the lake to the 
reservation, thence to Wadsworth, 
and along the Trnckee to Reno. 
When this country becomes more 
settled up this idea will be carried 
out by pleasure seekers, and if we 
wanted a Summer's vacation, that trip 
and a stop at the lake and reservation 
would fill tha bill to a nicety.

The Jones & Einkead tunnel is be-
